XEW YORK, Oct. 4.—The public will be 
called upon, in the price of coal in the fu- 
ture, to make good the enormous losses of 
the cual barons by the strike. 

Six of the hard coal carrying and mining 
companies have now reported gross and net 
@arnings for August, showing aggregate 
losses of more than $2,000,000. : 

The report of earnings of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Co. for August shows de- 
creases of $826,600 in the railway’s and of 
$1,050,431 in the coal company’s gross earn- 
ings. The rallway lost $789,088 in net and 
the coal company in earning $146,590 less 
than ita expenses showed an increase of 
$50,767 in deficit for the month. Together 
the two compdnies' earnings were $359,371 
jesse than their expenses. 

Over and above the month's proportion 
‘of fixed charges and taxes all the Reading 
companies earned in August, 1901, a sur- 
plus of $456,615; this year they failed by 
$510,807 to meet theee charges of $S8T,000, 
net earnings of all three concerns being but 
$870, 192.

ONE OF EIGHTEEN INDICTED 
ON MURRELL’S RETURN. 


He Is Charged With Bribery and Thus 
Far Has Not Been Successful 
in Obtaining Bond.

Hartmann is a former member of the 
House of rte re and he is one of the 
18° men indicted as the resuit of the return 
of John K. Murrell from his Mexican 
hicing place, where he was located by the 
Post-Dispatch and induced to ‘surrender 
himself.

Murrell’s return was made public on 
Sept. 8 and the bench warrants for the

John A. (‘‘Kid’’) Sheridan, one of the five 
fugitive members of the House of Dele- 
gates combine that passed the lighting bill, 
was arrested at Walton and Delmar ave- 
nues this morning about 11:30 o'clock. 


OFFICER FOLLOWED HIM. 


Policeman William Coulter of the Tenth 
district, who made the arrest, saw Sheridan 
coming out of the saloon of Louis Zelazo 
at Delmar and Euclid avenues. He was 
not certain at first of Sheridan's identity, 
and, approaching the ex-delegate, called 
him by name. 

Sheridan looked around, but said nothing. 
The officer followed him to Delmar and 
Walton avenues, where he placed him un- 
der arrest. Again the prisoner denied that 
he wes Sheridan and: the policeman told 
him that he would take him to the police 
station anyway. 

Thereupon Sheridan laughed and said: 

“Oh, well that’s all right, old man; 
“you've got me and there is no use arguing 
the matter further.’ 

Sheridan was first taken to the Deer 
street station ma from there to the Four 
Courts. : 

On the way he talked to the policeman 
about the weather, the news and every-

“He didn't offer any resistance,” said 
Coulter, “and I found him a very genial.

Before he went to the holdover he was 
escorted to the office of Chief of Police 
Kiely, where he greeted that official and 
Chief of Detectives Desmond. 

The prisoner was almost trembling and 
nervously chewed at a cigar. 

As he shook hands with those standing 
about Chief Kiely asked where he hafbeen 
during the last few weeks. 

Sheridan backed up against a window, 
his lips twitched nervously and he replied 
in faltering tones: 

“Where have I been? Why, I was in a 
hospital for ten-days.*’ 

The suggestion of a smile accompanied 
this remark, but the smile soon faded and 
Sheridan's face assumed an expression of 
painful gravity. 

“What* hospital were you at?” persisted 
Chief Kiely. 

“Oh, it was a private hospital,’ answered 
Sheridan, ‘‘and.[ don’t care to say where it 
was.” 

‘Were you in the cfty all the time?’’ 

“Well, most of the time; I was out in 
St. Louls County a few days.”’ 

“What kept you_ away?” 

“Tl was sick and couldn't come back im- 
mediately.”

Sheridan lives at 917 Morgan street. He

_ Sheridan represented the Fourth ward in 
the last House after the House combine, 
having first elected Murrell as speaker, had 
ousted William Vogel from the House and 
peated him. 

Sheridan's vote clinched the grip of the 
new combine, and he continued to occupy 
a sat fromthe ward, but drew no salary, 
as Vogel su@ceeded in keeping an injunc- 
tion or some other legal abstecle between 
him and the city treasury.

and the inventor of an ophthalmic oscilla- 


tor. 
Senator Vest’s sight ie so seriously im- 


paired that he requires the services of an 
attendant in order to get about. He is 
suffering from a disease of the retina of the 


eye. 
The senator consulted \Dr. Garey on the 


advice of Senator Hernando Money of Mis- 
sissippi. He has been in this city since 
Wednesday, and has been undergoing daily 


treatment. 
Senator Money 
sources of American and European ocu- 
lists in an effort to restore his .rapidly 
failing eyesight, before he became a pa- 
tient of Dr. Garey. He is: now almost 
completely recovered. ’ 
Dr. Garey has high hopes of seitoring the 
sight of Senator Ves t and w'll attend him 
until Nov. 1, when Mr. Vest will go back to 
Washington to prepare for his senatorial 
dutiés. Upon the ournment of Congress 
Senator Vest will probably again take up 
his residence temporarily in Baltimore.

Before his arrival in Baltimore his son, 
who is his secretary, had kept him posted 
con the news of the day.

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St. Louisan Has Oontract 
With Henry W. Savage. 


RETURNED HOME LAST NIGHT 


HENRY M. BLOSSOM WILL WRITE 
' THE LIBRETTOS. 


Robyn, While Fulfilling His Contract, 
Will Live in Old Family Resi- 
dence on West Pine 
Boulevard. 


Alfred G. Robyn, the St. Louis musician 
and composer, returned last night from a 
two months’ sojourn in New York with a 
five-year oprea-writing contract in this 
pocket. 

The other party to the coneract is Henry 
W. Bavage, proprietor of the Castle Square 
Opera Company. The contract, in brief, is 
that Mr. Robyn shall write one opera each 
year for the Castle Square organization, 
and shall give four weeks of his time an- 
nually for the rehearsals preceding the in- 
augural performances. 

Mr. Robyn says that the libretto for each 
of the operas ‘wil be written by Henry M. 
Blossom, Jr., of St. Louis. 

“The Lieutenant Commander,’ a new 
opera, by Messrs. Robyn and Blossom, has 
already been accepted by Mr. Savage. The 
contract with them for the five annual pro- 
ductions followed the acceptance of this 
opera. 

When Mr. Robyn departed for New York 
about Aug. 1, it was the impression in St. 
Louis musical circles that he might locate 
there permanently. In fact, he had talked 
of so doing before his departure. 

To the Post-Dispatch Saturday morning, 
Robyn stated that he had 
given up the idea altogether, and that he 
would remain in St. Louis and devote his 
time largely to opera writing in the old 
Robyn family residence, 3814 West Pine 
boulevard. 


STAGE WORK HIS AMBITION. 

"Tt has long been my ambition to de- 
vote my time strictly to writing for the 
stage,"’ he said, ‘“‘and now that I am ina 
position to realize that ambition I think 
I can do my work just as well in my old 
home as I could in New York.” 

In relating the story of his successful 
invasion of the New York operatic strong- 
hold, Mr. Robyn said: 

“About the first of last July a young 
St. Louisan named William A. Ryan, who 
resides at 3918 Delmar avenue, came to me 
with the libretto of a comedy opera enti- 
tled “I‘he Ballet Master.’ 

“T like@ it very much, and decided to write 
music for it. It is a two-act opera, one 
scene laid at Palm Beach and the other at 
Newport. 

“Well, I finished the score during the 
month of July, and about the first of Au- 
gust I went to New York. One of my ob- 
jects was to place “The Ballet Master’ with 
sof@e manager if I could. 

“It was very well received, by the way, 

and I think it is going to be accepted with- 
out a doubt. 

“But while I was in New York I met 
Henry Blossom. He gave me the libretto 
he had written for an opera called “The 
Lieutenant Commander.’ 

“The libretto impressed me as being ex- 
ceptionally good—good enough to ‘go,’ |] 
mean, without the assistance of music. 

“Well, I put in my time in August large- 
ly in writing the music for this opera.

DENVER, Colo., Oct. 4—In a beautiful 
valley in the very heart of the Rocky 
mountains in Colorado, a herd of buffalo, 
embracing the finest specimens now in ex- 
istence, has lived unmolested fer at least 
20 years. 
Game Commissioner Harris is one of the 
very few men who knew of the existence 
of the herd. He has kept the secret for 20 
years, and cannot be prevailed upon to 


reveal it. . 
A great bull of enormous bulk, believed 


to be the largest buffalo on thg continent 


of North America, is at ‘the ‘head of the 
herd. A few old mountaineers who have 
seen thie lordly buffalo have told Mr. Har- 
ris of its strength and beauty. 

The valley consists of about 40,000 acres, 
in one of the midst inaccessible regions of 
the state. Owing to excellent pasturage 
and untroubled life the herd is in prime 
condition. The only entrance to the valley 
is through the smallest of passes, almost 
hidden by a dense growth of pines. It 
would be difficult for a horse and rider-to 
get through, -though the buffaloes could 
get out if so inclined. 

Mr. Harris is determined that none shall 
learn of the little herd in the hidden val- 
ley until the government has set aside all 
of the land about there for a great pre- 
serve. So when computations are made 
about the number of buffalo surviving in 
America, Warden Harris remains silent 
concerning the practically unknown herd 
in the Rockies. He has never told his ee-

ISSUE . PUNGENT PETITION 


PLAN FOR NEW CHURCH AND ITs 
ORIGINATOR DENOUNCED. 


Controversy Is in Behalf of Church of 

, the Redeemer and Must Be Decided 

by Bishop Tuttle and Dio- 
cesan Committee. 


The rectors of three West End Episcopal 
parishes, adjoining the World’s Fair neigh- 
borhood, have signed their names to a pun- 
gent pamphlet whith has just been issued 
in behalf of the Church of the Redeemer 
in its controversy with the newly organized 


build in the World's Fair territory. , 

The pamphlet, which is entitled ‘The 
Plot to Destroy the Church of the Re- 
deemer,’’ is addressed to Bishop Tuttle and 
the diocesan standing committee, who must 
decide the issues involved at their next 
meeting. It reviews the history of the 
controversy, which was first related in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

Of the signers of the pamphlet, the first: 
Rev. R. A. Holland of St. George’s Church, 
is regarded by. churchmen as its author. 
The others are Rey. J. K. Brennan of Bt. 
Mark's and Rev. William Elmer of St. 
Philip's. 

The argument commences with the re- 
quest that the bishop and diocesan com- 
mittee approve the petition of the Church 
of the Redeemer for the right to build at 
Washington and Euclid avenues. - This is 
followed with an unsparing denunciation 
of the project for the new St. Bartholo- 
men’s parish, which is called an “egg 
parish,” a “parish in one man’s head,’’ 
and a “clandestine and _é surreptitious 
echeme.”” It is declared that the bishop's 
consent for the establishment of the new 
parish was gained by ‘a sad untruth.” 


Petition Olaims Parish 
’ Has No Foundation. 

Regarding the new parish the petition 
says: 

‘The thing has not met, has announced 
no intention to meet, has had no occasion 
of worship where it could announce an_in- 
tention to meet. It has not begun to pro- 
ceed to begin. It has not breathed the first 
breath of life or felt the first flicker of a 
foetal pulse. It is a pure nonentity. Its ac- 
quisition and holding of ground is a ghost 
story without a ghost. There is no it what- 
ever. The ground, if held at all, is held by 
@ mere individual, who can not be trustee 
or attorney or agent for the nothing that 
does not exist. The canon implies as much 
in the distinction between a parish that 
would move and some individuals who wish 
to begin to organize a parish. Ihe former is 
required to state distinctly its location, 
because, as a corporation, it can own prcp- 
erty; the latter is not required to specify 
any place of worship, because it can not 
acquire or hold any, and may never be per- 
mitted that degree of existence. Neverthe- 
less, this mere individual has met in him- 
self, proceeded in himself, elected him- 
self vestry and rector, and chartered and 
incorporated himself to buy 4 West End 
street corner and individually monopolize 

area with a diamater of more than a 
Faile, posting it, so to speak, with a notice 
for all parishes thet would do God’s work 


there, ‘Trespassers forbidden. ! : 
Say Church Is 1é 
Unduly Taxed. 

The ‘“‘sharp and extravagant counter bid- 
ding,’’ which attended the obtaining of 
lots, is next mentioned, and the declaration 
is made that the increased price which the 
Church of the Redeemer was obliged to 
pay, owing to the competition, represented 
“a tax or mujct of % per cent, or $3750, 
levied by lawl competition on a church 
for the right to its own promised ground 
for the work of God.” 

If the new parish receives the sanction 
af canon law, the petition declares, such 
law is “fitter for a mock court in a mad- 
house than for the commonwealth of God.’ 

“Parish of St. Bartholomew!” the writer 
exclaims. ‘‘Where did this clandestine and 
surreptitious scheme get that holy name? 
When? Where? How? Parish in one man’s
